The claims are patentable over the prior art of record because the teachings of 
the references taken as a whole do not show or render obvious the combination set 
forth in claim 1, including the shafts or axes are horizontally parallel to the surface, the 
web run parallel and superimposed to each other along the other surface of the 
structure, and automatic means for cutting and gluing the webs from two different reels 
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of a same pair of shafts. The prior art of record, especially U.S. Patent No. 5882287, 
discloses feeding the web parallel and superimposed to each other, but fails to teach 
the combination of flying splices and running the web on the other surface of the 
structure. The prior art of record, especially U.S. Patent No. 4395253, discloses the 
shafts or axes are horizontally parallel, but fails to teach running the web on the other 
surface of the structure along with dispensing from two different reels of a same pair of 
shafts.
